Appleton. 


Mail Carrier 


In succeeding years he work- 


ed as a substitute rural mail 
carrier, spent a couple of win- 
ters on dairy farms in northern 
Illinois, joined the summer har- 
vest in the.Western states and 
in 1926 purchased his brother's 
milk route in Appleton. 


He was a tall handsome gent 


(and still is) as he made the 
rounds on his route and appar- 
ently caught the eye of the 
daughter 
of a customer in 


Appleton because in 1927 he 
married the former Lucille For- 
ster and after more than 40 
years of marriage he's still her 
special Bert. 


They operated a 40-acre farm 


near Appleton in conjunction 
with the milk route until 1940 
when Bert purchased the family 
homestead from his father. 


Jobs during the depression 


were scarce, he recalls. The 
families on his route couldn't 
afford to purchase ice so he'd 
bottle the evening milk, chill it 
in ice water and begin deliver- 
ing to the homes about 2:30 
a.m. Each day the procedure 


was repeated. 


He would return to the farm 


to bottle the morning milk and 
deliver it to the wholesale and 
commercial 
customers. 
The 


state always certified the herd's 
health. 


By the 1940's refrigeration 


and ice boxes were common. 
Daily ice delivery was available 
permitting Weyenberg to deliver 
his product once each day. 


Labor Problem 


Ironically one of the problems 


hampering today's agriculture 
picture also was true then. 
Adequate labor was hi short 
supply. It forced him to elimi- 
nate the retail route in 1945 and 
the commercial sales by 1952. 
By 1945 the Weyenbergs had 
moved to the family farm. 


There were more than 25 


competing firms delivering milk 
in Appleton in the earlier days, 
he recalls. Many nearby dairy 
farmers bottled their milk sup- 
ply and delivered it the same 
day to customers in town. Five 
of them had more than one 
route. Descendants of some of 
the founders continue to serve 
the city. 


The Weyenbergs up to 1945 


had a herd of grade Holstein 
cattle and in succeeding years 
began building a purebred herd. 
Testing and classifying 
were 


always earmarks of the Weyen- 
berg operation. 


In 1954 the former Outagamie 


County Airport was expanded 
and consumed 57 acres of the 
Weyenberg farm. He purchased 


a 100-acre tract one mile north 
of the area and in 1962 lost 14 
acres to the new U.S. 41 which 
split his land.

The enthusiastic students be- 


lieve they can get a better 
understanding of Negroes, and 
their views on education. They 
want to live, eat and talk in the 
'environs of inner core black 
families. 


They are under no illusions 


that they will understand fully 
the black point of view from 
only five days of contact, but 
they are convinced the personal 
experience will be invaluable. 
They expect to receive a better 
perspective on the black and 
white relationship. 


As one student put it, "We

(blacks) side of the story."

subject. State Transportation Secretary G. 
H. Bakke declared in a recent Post-Crescent 
interview, that air transportation 
will 


record ever larger percentage gains over 
other modes of transport. 


Mr. Bakke is the administrative chief of 


the 
new integrated 
state 
government 


transportation service that was one of the 
principal 
achievements 
of the 
widely- 


heralded Kellett state government reor- 
ganization bill of a year ago. 


Although his own previous experience 


and training were primarily in highway 
administration and planning, Mr. Bakke has 
shown in the few months since he has taken 
on his enlarged responsibilities that he can 
see his job in the whole — including the 
state's involvement in aviation, as well as in 
highway transportation. 


Already he has launched studies, and 


shown a more imaginative attitude, on 
Wisconsin air transport service in the 
future. Wisconsin needs more convenient 
and reliable connections with the other 
population centers of the country, and the 
need is becoming clearer each day with the 
clogging of traffic at O'Hare Field at 
Chicago. Milwaukee is the logical terminus 
for cross-country commercial flights of 
concern to Wisconsin travellers, as the new 
transportation secretary has already shown 
he is convinced. The outlook is that with 
him at the head of a combined state 
transportation responsibility, replacing the 


fragmented agencies of the past, this state 
will have a more persuasive voice in the 
national government and in negotiations 
with the trans-country airlines in that 
regard. 


Nor is the Wisconsin concern about

A Federal Welfare Program? 


A major reason for the development of 


poverty pockets in our large cities is the 
migration to those cities of minorities, 
especially Puerto Ricans from their island 
and Negroes from rural southern areas. It 
has often been charged that some leaders 
in southern states even encourage this 
migration as mechanization has done away 
with a lot of unskilled laboring jobs and the 
untrained Xegro merely becomes a burden 
upon the state. Whether or not there is 
such a hard-hearted attitude, it is true that 
welfare payments in many southern states 
are far below those in the north and west 
and the low payments encourage the 
migration. 


New York, for instance, in 1966 paid 


$50.83 per month for aid to a dependent 
child while Mississippi paid only S7.90 for

case. 
Some 
states 
have 


restrictions on welfare payments to new 
residents but in Wisconsin the restriction 
was overruled in court. Estimates of public 
welfare costs in meeting basic human needs 
vary widely among the states, all the way 
from 100 per cent to 28 per cent. 


Governor 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
has 


proposed that a federal welfare program 
could substantially slow down what he 
termed the "unnatural migration" to the 
cities from the rural areas of other states. 


A Yeti With Fins 


It's rather too bad after all that the yeti 


reported in the Fremont area has turned 
out to be just a human being dressed up in 
a fur coat. 


Although a sports magazine writer on 


the Johnny Carson show assured viewers 
that Wisconsin conservationists had told 
him the yeti was roaming the Fremont 
woods, it seems that tracks of the monster 
look amazingly like swim fins, hardly the 
garb for any self-respecting

Some of the regulations encourage the 
abuse and unwholesome living conditions 
by cutting payments, for instance, if the 
man of the house has a job and is living at 
home. 


But there are and always will be a 


certain number of peopie who for one 
reason or another are unable to share in 
America's affluence or even to earn enough 
for basic human needs.
